If rod rollers received their 
pay on the same basis today that they did a score of 
years ago they would receive the modest compensation 
of $424 per day.

stock shown in the solicitor’s prospectus, and that the

Ice water may be supplied to the sterilizer, 
boiled and discharged again ice cold. 

Figure 1 is a purely diagrammatic view of the 
No. 1 or aerostatic feed apparatus, and serves to ex- 
plain the method of operation. 

The raw or unsterilized water is supplied from 
the inverted bottle 1. The water runs from the bot- 
tle 1 into the cup 2, then down through the pipe 3 
into the compartment 4 of the heat exchange (there 














are several of these compartments), which it fills. 
When compartment 4 is filled the water runs into 
the heater 5 and rises in the pipe 6 to the level X, 
where it stops. No more water will now run out of 
the bottle 1, bécause its mouth is sealed by the water 
in the cup 2 at the level X. The burner 7 is now 
lighted and heat is applied under the heater 5, which 
causes the Water in the heater to boil, and in boiling 
it rises in the pipe 6 and flows over into cup 8, just 
as a pot on a cooking range will boil over. It is, there- 
fore, impossible for any water to pass through the ap- 
paratus until it has boiled, for it is only by boiling 
that it can rise sufficiently in the pipe 6 to flow over 
into the cup 8. This boiling lasts for but the fraction 
of a second, am@ once the water has passed through 
the pipe 6 it is moved from where heat can again 
reach it. When some water has boiled over, as above 
stated, the level of the Water in the heater 5 and like- 
wise the level of that in fhe cup 2 is lowered. This 
exposes the mouth of the bottle 1, so that a smal! 
quantity of air enters the bottle “and allows a cor- 
responding quantity of water to run dut of the bottle 
and refill the cup 2 and heater 5 up to the level X 
again, when the mouth of the bottle is again sealed by 
the water, and no more water can run out oz it until 
the level is again lowered by reason of more water boil- 
ing over through the pipe 6. 

This action becomes continuous, for the flame 
7 is constantly boiling the water in the heater 5 and 
causing it to flow over through the pipe 6. The water 
continues to boil over into the cup 8 and quickly fills 
compartment 9 of the heat exchange. When compart- 
ment 9 is filled, the water runs out of the pipe 11 at 
the opening 12 into the receiving bottle 13. While 
passing down through the compartment 9 the heat of 
the water, which is boiling hot, is transferred, by con- 
duction, through the thin metal partition or diaphragm 
10 to the cold water passing up through compartment 4, 
so that the water which is boiled in the heater 5 passes 
out of the apparatus nearly as cold as that entering, 
while the cold water entering the apparatus becomes 
heated as it passes up through compartment 4, and 
reaches the heater 5 in a very hot condition and nearly 
at the boiling point. : 

Therefore, the only heat which has to be supplied 
to keep the apparatus running continuously is that 
necessary to bring the already highly heated water 
entering the heater 5 to the boiling point, and cause 
it to rise above the normal water level X and boil over 
through the pipe 6, and so pass on through the re- 
mainder of the apparatus to the discharge outlet 12.

ASCERTAINING RADIATION. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 

We draw you below a sketch of a steel boiler which 
will be brick encased, the idea being to have the flames 
pass through the flues around the boiler to front, pass- 
ing down and then back again, to the rear of the boiler 
and out through the chimney. The dimensions are as 
follows: Height of shell, 58 inches; diameter of fire 
pot, 46 inches ; diameter of shell, 51 inches; number of 
tubes, 48—3 inch tubes 30 inches long, tubes measuring 
on the outside. The height of fire pot from grate is 28 
inches. The combustion chamber is 15x18 inches in 
diameter. Kindly advise us how many feet of radiating 
surface this boiler will supply with steam at three 
pounds pressure. Also how many square feet radiating 
surface boiler will supply with water at 185 degrees of 
temperature. Also advise us of the manner of ascer- 
taining this amount. Joun S. JOHNSON.

ANSWER BY JAMES J, LAWLER. 

A boiler, constructed as shown in the sketch 

herewith, as per measurements given, counting all 
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exposed surfaces, which seems to be the intention, 
would contain just about 200 square feet of heating 
surface. According to the custom of ascertaining the 
heating capacity of house-heating steam boilers, 15 
square feet of boiler surface is called one horse power, 
and under favorable conditions, such as using a good 
grade of coal with a proper draft, as well as the neces- 
sary grate surface, the one-horse power is known by 
practical tests to supply 100 square feet of direct 
radiation with a pressure from two to four pounds 
per square inch. And as this boiler has a surface of 
200 square feet, divided by 15, gives us 1333, which is 
the amount of direct steam radiation the boiler should 
supply. Next, to find out the capacity of this same 
boiler for hot water radiation at 185 degrees tempera- 
ture, we proceed as follows: Knowing that steam at 
four pounds pressure gives a temperature of 225 de- 
grees, which is 40 degrees higher than water at 185 
degrees, and which is leaving out a small fraction, 
1-6 less, than the steam in degrees of heat, we now 
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divide the steam capacity of the boiler 1333 feet by 6, 
which gives us 222, and this is the amount of extra 
radiation for water over that of the steam which the 
boiler will supply, and which is direct water radia- 
tion at 185 degrees, 1555 square feet. It is the custom 
among boiler men, and it holds good, to allow one- 
third more radiation for water over the steam rating 
of a boiler, and when we calculate on steam at 5 
pounds pressure and on water at 180 degrees, this 
allowance of one-third extra surface for water will 
be found practically correct. An important feature 
in proportioning boilers is to have the grate area to 
correspond with the heating surface, and this, too, 
has been ascertained by many practical tests, safe 
enough to follow which is to allow 1 square foot of 
grate for 36 square feet of boiler-heating surface, and, 
according to this, 514 square feet of grate would be 
ample for this boiler, although six square feet of grate 
surface would be satisfactory, and, therefore, the 
boiler in question having a grate surface of about 11 
square feet is just about one-half too large for its 
heating surface for economy in the consumption of 
fuel. 
THE COMMERCIAL RATING OF BOILERS. 

If our subscriber’s boiler is intended for the mar- 
ket, it is well for him to know what the present cus- 
tom is with makers of boilers in regard to a guaranteed 
capacity, and the following was adopted by the Car- 
bon Club about a year ago. Ratings of steam boilers 
are based on a. standard of two pounds steam pressure 
at the boiler, and a standard of water 180 degrees 
temperature at the boiler. If boilers in operation 
come up to these standards, the guarantee of the manu- 
facturer is fulfilled and any further difficulties must 
be seitied by the contractor. The ratings also include 
the surface exposed in supply and return pipes. 
So that if a job requires 1,000 feet of direct radia- 
lion, the amount of surface exposed in the piping must 
be added to determine the size of boiler required. 
In an average job of steam or hot water, the piping 
will expose about 25 per’cent of the surface in the 
radiators, or in a job that requires 1,000 feet of radia- 
tion, 250 feet, making a total of 1,250 the boiler 
must carry, hence a boiler of that capacity must be 
purchased. Then, if the job, when completed, shows 
tie two pounds steam pressure, or 180 degrees water 
temperature at the boiler, it has fulfilled the purpose 
for which it was sold, and the manufacturer's responsi- 
vility ceases. 

On Dec. 18th the large new steel plant of the 
Parkersburg Iron & Steel Co., Parkersburg, W. Va., 
was formally opened. The plant was christened by Miss 
Bertha B, Budke, daughter of Superintendent Budke, 
of this plant, who smashed a bottle of champagne on 
one of the great engine wheels.

PATTERNS FOR HORSE AND BULL.

A PROGRESSIVE FIRM. 





The Canton (Ohio) News-Democrat, of December 
20, gives an interesting account of the wonderful growth 
of the Berger Manufacturing Company of that city. 
It is indeed hard to believe that in 1886 the Berger 
Manufacturing Company only had six employes! To- 
day there are over 350 men on the pay rolls of their 
shop, and their office force alone consists of 48 men. 

Much of the progress of this firm is due to the 
management of Ed. A. Langenbach, secretary and gen- 
eral manager, who has systematized the operation of 
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the factory, each department working under a separate 
superintendent, who reports to the general manager. 

In the first department special designs of cornice 
and arches are produced. 

In the second department the product is roofing 
and siding, including imitation brick and stone. 

The third department is devoted to the manufac- 
ture of all styles of tubular lanterns, including street 
lamps, railroad lanterns, oil cans, pumps, etc. The 
painting has a department to itself. 

The metal ceiling department is one of the most 
important.

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COLONIAL ADMINISTRATION. 





The improvement of the material, mental and 
moral condition of the people of a colony, and the 
methods applied by successful colonizing governments 
in that work is the subject of a chapter in the work 
on Colonial Administration, just issued by the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics. ‘To answer this in a single 
sentence would be: ‘The introduction and extension 
of modern civilization and enlightenment. To answer 
it in detail would be to show what the great colonizing 
countries of the world have done for the advancement 
of their colonies during the nineteenth century—the 
introduction of roads, railways, irrigation works, river 
and harbor improvements, and through them the de- 
velopment of production, and thus of material pros- 
perity; the encouragement of commerce and the adop- 
tion of improved conditions of life; the establishment 
of reliable and permanent forms of currency, with 
proper banking facilities for the encouragement of 
thrift among the natives; the establishment of postal 
and telegraph service for the encouragement of inter- 
communication among the people of the colony and 
between them and the outside world; the establishment 
of steamship lines to connect the colony with the home 
country and the civilized world; the encouragement of 
education through schools, colleges, newspapers, li- 
braries and churches; the establishment and proper ad- 
ministration of laws and regulations by which public 
safety and order are assured. 

When it is considered that in India alone, where 
roads were unknown when the British government as- 
sumed control, there are now 150,000 miles of road, 
of which over 30,000 are “metalled ;” that the railways

in the British colonies now aggregate 63,549 miles, 
against 33,000 in 1885, a growth in 15 years exceeding 


the entire distance around the earth ; that the irrigation 
canals and other works of India are 36,000 miles in 
extent, and the area irrigated by all methods exceeds 
thirty million acres, and that although they have cost 
about 400,000,000 rupees, the yalue of a single year’s 
crop in the irrigated district above that which it could 
produce in years of drought is more than the entire cost 
of the canals, the importance of these public works for 
the development of the agriculture and commerce will 
be apparent.

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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation : 

The year closes with a burst of activity in iron 
and steel. Pigiron sales for the week have never been 
equalled at this season, and lack of adequate transport 
facilities alone is a bar to a still greater volume of dis- 
tribution. The outlook is for a production of 16,000,- 
000 tons of pigiron, of 30,000,000 tons of ore and of 
12,000,000 tons of steel in 1901. Prices have advanced 
of late, and $15.75 to $16 is freely paid at Valley fur- 
naces for Bessemer deliveries in the first quarter of 
next year. In finished products the mills are crowded 
with business; wire rods have advanced $1 per ton. 
In the coke trade supplies are piling up near the ovens, 
but furnaces are shutting down, owing to the lack of 
cars to move one to the other. Some foreign steel is 
coming in, but most of the German products are going 


to England at very low prices. 


WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails, in small lots from stock, are quoted at 


$2.25 to $2.30. 


CUT NAILS. 
There is little demand for cut nails, because of the 
low price of wire nails. Small lots, from stock, are 
quoted at $2.35. 


BARB WIRE. 
Painted barb wire is quoted at $2.70 to $2.80 in 
small lots, and $3 to $3.10 for galvanized, with 5 cents 
off for carload lots. 


PLAIN WIRE. 
Plain wire is quoted at $2.20 to $2.25, base, in 
small lots from stock.
